Stability  continued  to  characterize  the  prices  and  movement  of  sug- 
ar for  U.  S.  consumption  through  July  23  despite-international 
tensions  and  briefly  erratic  behavior  of  world  sugar  prices. 

Refiners  deliveries  during  the  week  ended  July  19  were  down  from 
those  of  the  previous  week  but  deliveries  by  beet  processors  and 
importers  increased o    The  total  for  the  week  was  slightly  below 
the  average  for  the  same  week  during  the  previous  three  years » 
Sugar  production  from  19  57-58  crops  of  beets  and  cane  is  virtually 
completed  in  all  of  the  major  areas  that  supply  this  market  except 
Hawaii.    The  supply  mostly  produced  and  available  under  present 
quotas,  amounts  to  about  750,000  tons  more  than  normally  would 
be  marketed  before  October  when  new  crop  mainland  beet  and  cane 
sugar  becomes  available.    This  capability  to  service  a  substantially 
accelerated  flow  of  sugar,  if  needed,  is  reflected  in  the  stability  of 
domestic  raw  sugar  prices. 

The  spot  price  of  domestic  raw  sugar,  duty  paid,  at  New  York  is 
expected  to  average  6.20  cents  per  pound  during  the  first  seven 
months  of  1958  or  .  10  cent  below  the  average  for  the  same  period 
in  1957.    The  January- July  1958  average  wholesale  price  of  re- 
fined sugar  at  New  York  probably  will  be  9«22  cents  per  pound  or 
c09  cent  above  that  of  last  year.    The  differential  between  raw  and 
refined  sugar  prices  at  New  York  has  averaged  3.02  cents  through 
July  1958  or  .  19  cent  above  that  for  the  same  period  last  year. 
With  refined  sugar  presently  quoted  at  9.35  cents  per  pound  at  New 
York  the  differential  for  July  will  be  about  3.0  5  cents. 

Quoted  prices  for  refined  cane  sugar  remain  at  9.35  cents  per 
pound  in  the  Northeast,  9 ..  20  in  the  Southeast,  9»15  in  the  Gulf  ter- 
ritory, 9.0  5  in  the  Chicago- West  territory  with  a  .10  cent  allowance 
to  most  of  Illinois,  southeastern  Wisconsin,  and  St.  Louis.    On  the 
Pacific  Coast  the  quoted  price  is  9  o  30  for  California,  Arizona  and 
Nevada  and  9.05  cents  in  the  balance  of  the  territory  with  direct 
shipping  allowances  to  the  states  of  Washington  and  Oregon. 

The  quoted  price  for  beet  sugar  in  the  Chicago-West  territory  re- 
mains at  8.85  cents.    However,  in  the  Chicago  switching  territory 
orders  are  being  currently  taken  on  a  day  to  day  basis  at  8,55  cents 
per  pound. 
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In  Iowa,  Minnesota,  North  Dakota.  South  Dakota,  and  Missouri,  ex- 
cept for  St.  Louis,  orders  are  being  taken  on  the  basis  of  8.40  cents 
plus  prepay,  and  in  the  balance  of  this  territory  the  basis  price  is 
8  65  cents,  with  a  .10  cent  allowance  to  most  of  Illinois,  southeast- 
ern Wisconsin,  and  St.  Louis, Missouri.    Beet  processors  quote 
9.20  cents  in  California,  Arizona  and  Nevada  and  8.95  cents  in  the 
balance  of  the  Pacific  Coast  territory.    Varying  direct  shipping 
allowances  are  being  made  for  deliveries  to  Washington  and  Oregon. 
Eastern  beet  sugar  is  generally  quoted  at  8.65  cents  but  actual  prices 
vary  depending  on  the  proximity  to  the  Chicago  switching  territory. 
In  southwestern  Michigan  the  price  is  8.45  cents  and  in  northeastern 
Ohio  beet  sugar  is  priced  at  8.80  cents  per  pound. 

Distribution  for  United  States  consumption  through  July  19,  1958, 
totaled  4,643  thousand  tons,  slightly  below  that  for  the  same  period 
last  year.    Beet  sugar  deliveries  were  32  thousand  tons  above  those 
of  1957  and  cane  deliveries  were  below  those  of  last  year.    At  this 
time  last  year  beet  processors'  supplies  permitted  weekly  market- 
ings of  only  about  45  thousand  tons  before  new  crop  sugar  was 
available  in  October.    Larger  current  effective  inventories  will 
permit  marketings  through  September  at  the  55  thousand  ton  rate 
of  the  week  ending  July  19. 

Deliveries  by  states  through  May  show  increased  total  deliveries 
to  all  regions  but  the  Mid-Atlantic.    Beet  sugar  deliveries  were  up 
in  all  regions  but  cane  sugar  deliveries  were  down  in  the  Mid-At- 
lantic and  West.    Cane  sugar  deliveries  were  down  591  thousand 
bags  in  California  but  were  slightly  higher  for  the  other  states  in 
the  Western  region.    Beet  sugar  deliveries  to  California  increased 
783  thousand  bags  and  were  up  96  thousand  bags  to  the  other  states 
in  this  region.    In  the  North  Central  region  both  beet  and  cane  sugar 
deliveries  increased  over  those  of  last  year.    Beet  sugar  deliveries 
to  Illinois  were  up  slightly  with  a  slight  reduction  deliveries  of  cane 
sugar.    Beet  sugar  deliveries  to  the  other  states  in  the  North  Central 
region  were  up  447  thousand  bags  or  10.5  percent  while  cane  sugar 
deliveries  to  these  states  increased  371  thousand  bags  or  5.2  per- 
cent. 

Data  so  far  available  for  1958  indicate  a  change  in  the  relationship 
between  the  volume  of  deliveries  of  corn  sweeteners  and  sugar 
which,  if  continued,  would  be  highly  significant  even  though  the 
change  is  fairly  smaU  in  percentage  of  total  sweeteners.  During 
January-May  1958  corn  sweetener  deliveries,  on  a  solids  basis, 
were  up  10 . 5  percent  from  the  like  period  in  1957  and  6.4  percent 
above  January-May  1956.    Calendar  year  deliveries  P^or  to  1958 
were  quite  stable.    Deliveries  in  1955.  1956  and  1957  totaled  about 
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963,991  and  989  thousand  tons  respectively.    Sugar  deliveries  for 
the  first  five  months  of  19  58  were  up  only  3,3  percent  from  1957 
and  down  1,7  percent  from  1956.    The  corn  sweeteners  increase 
from  1957  to  1958  for  the  five  months  amounts  to  40,000  tons  on  a 
dry  basis.    One  factor,  of  course,  is  that  New  York  quoted  prices 
for  corn  sweeteners,  which  incidentally  have  remained  constant 
since  September  1957,  are  now  lower  per  pound  of  solids  in  rela- 
tion to  New  York  quoted  prices  for  sugar  than  in  any  recent  year, 
A  more  detailed  analysis  is  being  undertaken. 

In  a  short-lived  speculative  flurry  during  the  week  ending  July  18 
the  world  market  spot  price  for  raw  sugar,  rose  above  the  3.38- 
3.43  range  of  the  preceding  five  and  one-hcilf  weeks  to  3.85  cents 
on  July  18  „    This  high  was  equal  to  the  previous  maximum  quota- 
tion this  year  which  occurred  on  January  2  and  3.    By  July  22,  the 
price  had  retreated  to  3.53  cents.    Trading  in  futures  contracts 
reached  2,314  on  July  18  and  averaged  1,679  during  the  five  mar- 
ket days  between  July  16  and  22.    This  compares  with  a  daily 
average  of  242  contracts  traded  during  the  second  half  of  June. 

Cuba  finished  her  1958  campaign  with  a  production  of  5,610,000 
Spajiish  long  tons,  adding  about  8,000  tons  to  the  supply  in  this 
area  as  reported  last  month. 

As  of  the  first  week  in  July,  1,317,000  short  tons  of  sugar  com- 
mercial weight,  had  been  produced  in  the  Philippines;  three  mills 
were  still  grinding.    Sugar  production  suffices  to  fill  19  58  domestic 
and  U.  So  quota  requirements  in  addition  to  about  30,000  tons  from 
current  (October  to  September)  crop  year  production  which  entered 
into  the  U.  S.  in  19  57,    Whether  the  country  can  also  fill  its  ISA 
quota  and  Special  Reserve  tonnage,  45,098  metric  tons,  raw  value, 
remains  to  be  seen. 

Haiti  produced  only  about  40,000  metric  tons  of  sugar  this  year  and 
will  not  be  able  to  export  more  than  1,400  tons  to  the  free  market. 
Accordingly  it  surrendered  43,600  tons  of  its  quota;  that  tonnage 
was  tentatively  reassigned  under  the  Article  19  (1)  (i)  procedure 
of  the  International  Sugar  Agreement,  16,078  tons  to  Czechoslovaki 
10,157  tons  to  Hungary,  9,467  tons  to  Cuba,  and  7,898  to  other 
countries  in  proportion  to  their  basic  export  tonnages. 

Brazil's  complete  1957/58  crop  year  data  show  production  during 
the  12  month  period  ended  in  May  1958  was  2,669,000  metric  tons, 
commercial  weight,  a  17.9  percent  increase  over  the  preceding 
year.   Production  in  the  northern  states  declined  slightly  from 
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1,053,000  to  1,032,000  tons,  an  apparent  result  of  the  recent 
drought  in  that  area.    Exports  from  Brazil  during  the  crop  year 
ended  in  May  1958  were  a  record  673,000  tons  and  during  January- 
May  1958  290,000  tons.    Stocks  at  the  end  of  the  crop  year  were 
363,000  tons,  the  equivalent  of  2.2  months  of  average  domestic 
requirements . 

1957  DELIVERIES  OF  PACKAGED,  BULK,  AND  LIQUID  SUGAR 
BY  PRIMARY  DISTRIBUTORS

In  19  57  for  the  first  time,  bulk  sugar  deliveries  to  industrial  con- 
sumers were  reported  separately  to  the  Sugar  Division  by  primary 
sugar  distributors.    Thus  it  is  now  possible  to  analyze  the  regioncil 
deliveries  of  sugar  for  industrial  and  institutional  use  for  a  fxxll 
year  by  the  method  delivery.    Last  year,  12  percent  of  industrial 
sugar  deliveries  were  bulk  granxilated  sugar  as  compared  to  19  o  2 
percent  for  liquid  sugar.    Bulk  sugar  deliveries  have  increased 
141  percent  over  the  1954  deliveries  reported  by  the  Census  of 
Manufactures  as  compared  to  a  22  percent  increase  for  liquid  sugar 
during  the  same  period.    Bulk  beet  sugar  deliveries  increased  from 
a  reported  97  thousand  tons  in  1954  to  278  thousand  tons  in  19  57,  or 
187  percent,  while  bulk  cane  sugar  deliveries  were  up  115  percent, 
from  165  to  354  thousand  tons. 

Indications  are  that  bulk  deliveries  will  be  an  even  larger  percentage 
of  industrial  deliveries  in  the  future.    During  1957  almost  81  per- 
cent of  sugar  deliveries  for  industrial  and  institutional  use  were  in 
granulated  form  and  about  69  percent  represented  packaged  sugar. 
Some  of  the  technical  limits  on  the  amount  of  liquid  sugar  that  can 
be  used  by  some  industries,  such  as  in  dry  mixes,  do  not  apply  to 
deliveries  of  bulk  granulated  sugar.    With  both  the  largest  beet  pro- 
cessor and  the  largest  cane  sugar  refiner  establishing  facilities  for 
the  delivery  of  bulk  and  liquid  sugar  in  the  Chicago  territory  bulk 
sugar  deliveries  may  be  expected  to  increase  in  that  territory. 
With  only  3  percent  of  industrial  sugar  deliveries  to  the  South  being 
made  in  bulk  it  appears  that  such  deliveries  should  increase  to  that 
region. 

Primary  distributors  now  report  total  deliveries  of  granulated  sugar 
and  liquid  sugar  by  the  business  of  the  buyer  but  the  bulk  portion

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of  granulated  deliveries    is   available  only  by  the  region  to  which 
deliveries  are  made.    This  regional  information  has,  however, 
added  considerably  to  the  knowledge  of  the  sugar  marketing  struc- 
ture.   Table  1  shows  for  the  first  time  the  bulk  deliveries  of 
granulated  sugar  by  regions  and  makes  it  possible  to  arrive  at 
residual  figures  representing  deliveries  of  packaged  granulated 
sugar  for  industrial  and  institutional  use  in  containers  of  50  po\inds 
and  over.    Of  the  total  bulk  deliveries  shown  for  the  United  States, 
approximately  44  percent  was  delivered  by  beet  sugar  processors. 
About  98  percent  of  bulk  beet  sugar  deliveries  was  to  the  North 
Central  and  Western  regions  with  deliveries  to  the  West  about  30 
percent  above  those  to  the  North  Central  region.    Approximately  a 
third  of  the  total  packaged  industrial  and  institutional  sugars  was 
delivered  by  beet  sugar  processors  and  70  percent  of  the  beet  total 
was  delivered  to  the  North  Central  region  with  24  percent  going  to 
the  Western  region. 

The  seasonal  pattern  of  1957  quarterly  deliveries  by  type  of  sugar 
for  the  United  States  and  by  regions  is  shown  in  Table  2.    As  is 
usually  the  case  the  highest  percentage  of  total  United  States  de- 
liveries was  made  during  the  third  quarter  with  the  second  quarter 
next  highest.    However,  in  the  New  England,  South  ajid  North  Cen- 
tral regions  second  quarter  deliveries  were  the  highest.  This 
undoubtedly  resulted  from  the  very  high  deliveries  of  last  June  to 
industrial  users  since  deliveries  of  all  industrial  sugars  to  these 
regions  were  also  highest  in  the  second  quarter.    As  might  be  ex- 
pected deliveries  of  consumer-size  packages  were  highest  during 
the  third  quarter  for  the  United  States  and  all  regions  except  New 
England  where  fourth  quarter  deliveries  were  at  about  the  same 
level. 

In  the  Western  region  37  percent  of  total  industrial  and  institutional 
sugar  deliveries  during  the  calendar  year  1957  was  made  during 
the  third  quarter.    These  heavy  deliveries  made  the  third  quarter 
the  highest  for  the  entire  United  States  for  deliveries  of  industrial 
and  institutional  sugar.    About  35  percent  of  calendar  year  bulk 
sugar  deliveries  to  the  West  and  58  percent  of  liquid  sugar  deliv- 
eries were  made  during  the  third  quarter  of  1957.    These  heavy 
deliveries  resxilt  from  the  seasonal  demand  of  the  large  canning 
industry  in  this  region,  a  large  percent  of  which  is  filled  by  either 
bulk  granulated  or  liquid  sugar, 

Biilk  sugar  deliveries  were  highest  during  the  fourth  quarter  of 
the  year  for  the  Middle  Atlantic,  South  and  North  Central  regions 
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with  fourth  quarter  deliveries  to  New  England  only  slightly  below 
those  during  the  first  quarter.    However,  the  high  rate  of  third 
quarter  bulk  deliveries  to  the  West  was  sufficient  to  make  total 
United  States'  bulk  deliveries  highest  during  that  quarter.  Liquid 
sugar  deliveries  were  highest  during  the  third  quarter  for  all  re- 
gions.   Deliveries  of  packaged  granulated  sugar  for  industrial  and 
institutional  use  was  highest  in  all  regions  during  the  second  quarter 
of  1957. 

Table  3  indicates  that  34  percent  of  all  sugar  deliveries  during  the 
calendar  year  1957  was  in  consumer-size  packages.    Only  21.3  per- 
cent of  all  beet  sugar  deliveries  was  for  household  use  as  compared 
to  38.0  percent  of  all  cane  sugar  deliveries.    Figure  I  (A)  shows  the 
percentage  break-down  of  deliveries  of  industrial  and  institutional 
sugar  for  the  United  States  by  quarters  during  1957  and  Figure  I 
(B)  shows  the  calendar  year  percentages  by  regions. 

Of  the  total  United  States'  deliveries  for  industrial  ajid  institutional 
use  12  percent  during  1957  was  bulk  granulated  sugar  deliveries, 

19.2  percent  was  liquid  sugar,  and  68.8  percent  was  packaged  gran- 
vilated  sugar.    Beet  sugar  deliveries  for  industrial  use  consisted  of 
18,4  percent  hulk  deliveries,  9o2  percent  liquid  sugar  and  72.4  per- 
cent in  packages  of  50  pounds  and  over.    Only  9.5  percent  of  cill 
industrial  cane  sugar  was  deliveried  in  bulk,  23.2  percent  being 
delivered  as  liquid  sugar  and  67,3  percent  in  packages.  Importers 
and  mainland  cane  mills  do  not  deliver  liquid  sugar.    Refiners'  de- 
liveries of  liquid  sugar  were  27.3  percent  of  their  total  industrial 
sugar  deliveries.    At  present,  importers  do  not  deliver  sugar  in 
bulk  but  10.5  percent  of  mainland  cane  mills  industrial  and  instit- 
utional sugar  deliveries  was  bulk  and  refiners'  bulk  sugar  deliveries 
were  11.0  percent  of  their  total  deliveries  for  industrial  and  instit- 
utional use. 

Because  of  the  heavy  concentration  of  sugar  consuming  industries 
in  the  Middle  Atlantic  region  only  25, 1  percent  of  total  deliveries 
was  for  household  use.    This  is  in  sharp  contrast  to  the  South  where 

42.3  percent  of  all  deliveries  was  in  consumer-size  packages.  De- 
liveries for  industrial  and  institutional  use  to  the  South  were  87.4 
percent  packaged  sugars  with  only  3  percent  delivered  as  bulk  sugar 
and  9.6  percent  in  liquid  form.    In  the  North  Central  region  into 
which  deliveries  from  primary  distributors    must  travel  the  great- 
est distance,  the  percentage  of  b\ilk  sugar  was  11.1  percent,  and 
9.4  percent  of  the  deliveries  for  industrial  and  institutional  use  was 
made  in  liquid  form.    During  1957  only  a  small  percentage  of  liquid 
sugar  deliveries  to  this  region  was  beet  sugar,  although  60  percent

Bulk  sugar  deliveries  were  23.6  percent  of  all  industricd.  and  instit- 
utional sugar  deliveries  in  the  Western  region,  almost  double  the 
average  for  the  United  States.    Liquid  sugar  deliveries  constituted 
28,9  percent  of  the  total  to  this  region  with  only  47.  5  percent  of 
industricil  deliveries  in  packages.    While  the  percentage  of  indus- 
trial sugars  delivered  in  packages  by  beet  sugar  processors  to  this 
region  was  about  the  same  as  for  cane  sugar  distributors,  a  larger 
percentage  of  industrial  beet  sugar  deliveries  was  made  in  bulk 
form  and  a  smaller  percentage  as  liquid  sugar  than  by  cane  sugar 
distributors. 

In  the  Middle  Atlantic  and  New  England  regions,  as  in  the  West, 
approximately  30  percent  of  industrial  and  institutional  sugar  de- 
liveries was  in  liquid  form.    However,  only  14,7  percent  of 
industrial  and  institutional  deliveries  to  the  Middle  Atlantic  region 
was  made  in  bulk  and  only  10,9  percent  of  the  total  to  New  England, 
Sugar  deliveries  to  the  bakery  industry  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  states 
and  to  the  confectionery  industry  in  both  the  Middle  Atlantic  and 
New  England  States  are  much  above  the  United  States  average. 
These  two  industries  take  a  relatively  small  proportion  of  their 
sugar  in  liquid  form.    With  cane  sugar  refiners  in  close  proximity 
to  most  of  these  States  the  percentage  of  bulk  sugar  deliveries 
should  increase.

1.  June  sugar  deliveries  for  U.  So  consumption,  812,000  short 
tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  down  109,000  tons,  or  11.8  percent 
from  June  1957.    Deliveries  January  1  through  June  30,  4,132,000 
tons,  about  same  as  corresponding  1957  period.    Final  data  for 
May  1958  deliveries,  741,000  short  tons,  taw  value;  the  previously 
published  preliminary  figure  for  that  month  was  730,000  tons. 

2.  Primary  distributors'  stocks  June  28,  1958,  1,350,000  short 
tons,  raw  vcuLue  (preliminary),  up  22,000  tons  from  a  year  ago, 
but  down  153,000  from  end  May  1958  stocks.    As  compared  with 

a  year  ago:  beet  processors'  stocks  up  116,000  tons,  and  importers 
of  direct-consumption  sugar  677  tons;  refiners  stocks  were  down 
70,000  tons,  and  mainland  sugarcane  processors'  stocks  were 
down  24,000  tons.

4.  May  19  58  sugar  deliveries  to  New  England  and  Western  regions 
were  up  1  and  7  percent,  respectively,  from  May  1957,  but  deliv- 
eries to  the  Southern  regions  were  down  3  percent,  to  the  Middle 
Atlantic  6  percent,  and  to  the  North  Central  region  10  percent. 
However,  May  1958  deliveries  were  3  to  17  percent  larger  than 
April  1958  to  all  regions  except  to  the  Middle  Atlantic  (11  percent 
smaller).    As  compared  with  January-May  1957,  the  1958  first 
five  months'  deliveries  were  4  to  6  percent  larger  except  to  the 
Middle  Atlantic  (1  percent  smaller).
